WASHINGTON — N ext to the president, 
Jesse Jones has long been the most powerfu l 
official 
in 
Washington. 
Secretary 
of 
Com­ 
merce, head of the Federal Loan Agency, the 
Defense Plant Corporation and half a dozen 
other potent governm ent bodies, the 
velvet­ 
voiced Texan on more than one occasion even 
has disregarded the White Hou se. 
Bu t it look s lik e at last Jones has met 
his master. 
Behind the scenes, he and War Produ ction 
Chief Donald Nelson had a crossing of swords 
and Jones definitely came off second best. 
It happened this way: 
In organizing his 
adm inistrative set-u p. Nelson ask ed the army, 
navy, M aritim e Commission and Defense Plant 
Corporation to designate an official to act as 
their top produ ction execu tive. 
These officials 
deal directly w ith Nelson on all produ ction 
problems of their agencies. 
Lieu t. Gen Knu dsen acts in this capacity 
for the army; Admiral Robinson for the navy; 
Adm iral Vick ery for the M aritime Commission; 
and Director Charles Henderson for the Defense 
P lant Corporation. 
In addition to this, Nelson also inforimed the 
fou r agencies that he was attaching one of his 
personal assistants to the staff of these fou r 
officials, to act as his personal representative 
and to k eep him inform.ed of w hat was going 
on. 
The army, navy and Maritime Commission 
readily agreed and promised cordial co-opera­ 
tion. 
Bu t Jones, who had secretly had his cap 
set for Nelson’s job, balk ed on su ch su per­ 
vision of the Defense Plant Corporation. 
According to the inside story he declared 
he w’as not going to pu l u p with any “snooping 
Gestapo agent.” 
To which Nelson is reported 
to have replied qu ietly that if Jones didn’t lik e 
it, he cou ld tak e the m atter to the president. 
Jones did not accept this challenge. 
He 
back ed dcw n and Nelson’s man is now k eeping 
an eagle eye on the DPC. 
NOTE: 
When Nelson wu 'ote the execu tive 
order arm ing him w ith wide powers to operate 
as w ar produ ction czar, he carefu lly inclu ded 
a provision giving him au thority over Jones. 
The law'yers who made the first draft of the 
order omitted this, bu t Nelson personally in­ 
serted it.

27. 1942, when the hou se passed 
a bill appropriating $17,772,565,-

islative body.

propriation to remind you that 
du ring the first 100 years of ou r

history,

time we fou ght the second w ar 
with England, the Mexican w ar, 
fou r years of Civil War and the 
variou s Indian Wars, all approp­ 
riations by the federal govern­ 
ment totaled

dollars. 
Since Ju ly 1, 1940, con­ 
gress has appropriated 
104 bil­ 
lion dollars for army and navy 
pu rposes.

Under this act dedu ctions ha ve ; 
been made from the pay check s

of ru ral nxail carriers and certain | 
other Ci\’il Service work ers 
to j 
provide a fu nd for their ret-re- * 
ment at a specified age or earlier 
j 
u pon completion of thirty ye a rs! 
service. 
The amendment to the 
original act was back ed by the 
administration. 
I did not favor ; 
the bill. 
I wou ld ha\e to be 
elected twice more to receive any ■ 
benefits u nder the law. 
Fu rther, 
I wou ld have to pay in abou t 
three thou sand dollars and wou ld 
then draw ou t $71.25 per month 
beginning at age seventy. 
On the 
basis of mortality tables^ I think 
I wou ld be foolish to mak e the 
payments. 
Fifty-six other con­ 
gressmen are serving their first 
term, and, lik e myself, are not 
eligible u nless they serve at least 
five years. 
I see little benefit 
to elective officials with few ex­ 
ceptions, 
among 
whom 
is 
the 
president. 
Becau se of his long 
government service and high sal­ 
ary, he wou ld retire at the end of 
his present term on an annu al 
pension exceeding $17.000. 
His
